Pilots Train to Shoot Airliners 


WASHINGTON | Everyweek, the military prac- 
tices what two years ago would have been nearly 
unthinkable: shooting down a civilian airliner 
hijacked by terrorists. 

Gen. Ralph E. Eberhart, head of U.S. 
Northern Command, said Thursday that 
commanders, pilots and air defense crews 
are drilled on those procedures two to four 
times a week, but he stressed that strong safe- 
guards are in place to prevent an unwarranted 
shootdown of a commercial airplane. 


The rules allow for an order to shoot down 
a civilian plane only if there is no other option 
to prevent a Sept. 11-style attack, the general 
said. There are authentication procedures to 
make sure “someone can’t just get on the radio 
and say, ‘This is the president, I order you to 
shoot down that plane,”’ he said. 

He declined to elaborate on the procedures 
and would not disclose who in the chain of 
command had the power to issue a shoot- 
down order, (ap) 


Execution 
Blocked in 
9/11 Case 

Decision deals major blow 
to Moussaoui s prosecutors 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. | The only U.S. prosecution 
arising from the Sept. 11 attacks was dealt a 
severe setback Thursday when a judge pro- 
hibited prosecutors from seeking to execute 
Zacarias Moussaoui and barred any trial evi- 
dence linking the al Qaeda loyalist to the 
terrorist strikes. 

Moussaoui is accused of participating 
in a broad conspiracy to commit terrorism 
against the United States, allegations that 
include but are not limited to the Sept. 11 
attacks. 

U.S. District Judge 
Leonie Brinkema hand- 
ed down the sanctions in 
response to the govern- 
ment’s refusal to obey her 
orders granting Moussaoui 
access to three al Qaeda 
prisoners. He contends 
they would testify that he was not involved 
in the attacks. 

Brinkema rejected the harsher penalty of 
dismissing all charges, a punishment pro- 
posed by Moussaoui and his lawyers and not 
contested by the government. 

The judge concluded that the defendant, a 
French citizen, had a constitutional right to 
have access to witnesses who might exonerate 
him or save him from the death penalty. 

The government says Moussaoui has no 
right to question enemy combatants held in 
secret locations abroad, whose testimony could 
reveal classified information, larry margasak (ap)

Court Rules 
Against 
DNA Policy 

Rule requiring prisoner 
blood samples rejected 
as invasion of privacy 

SAN FRANCISCO | A 3 -year- old 
law that requires federal prison- 
ers to give blood samples for the 
FBI’s DNA database was declared 
unconstitutional Thursday by a fed- 
eral appeals court. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals ruled that requiring the 
blood samples amounts to an ille- 
gal invasion of privacy because they 
are taken without legal suspicion 
that the convicts were involved in 
other crimes. 

The San Francisco -based court, 
the first federal appeals court to 
address the federal DNA Analysis 
Backlog Elimination Act, said that 
is a violation of inmates’ Fourth 
Amendment rights against illegal 
searches.The Justice Department 
did not have immediate comment 
on the court’s 2-1 decision. 

The DNA samples are turned 
over to the FBI, which places ana- 
lyzes the results and places them in 
a databank open to law enforcement 
nationally, david kravets (ap)

Justice Dept. May 
Widen Leak Probe 


Investigators expected 
to ask Defense, State 
for documents, e-mail 

WASHINGTON | The federal investi- 
gation into the leak of a CIA offi- 
cer’s name will expand beyond the 
White House and the spy agency to 
other parts of the government with 
access to the officer’s classified iden- 
tity, officials said Thursday. 

The Justice Department is 
expected to send “do not destroy” 
letters to the Defense and State 
departments requesting preserva- 
tion of phone logs, e-mails and other 
documents that could become evi- 


dence in the inquiry, senior law 
enforcement officials said. 

The goal for investigators is to 
cast as wide a net as possible for 
anyone who might have leaked the 
identity of Valerie Flame, a CIA 
operations officer who has served 
overseas. Flame is married to former 
Ambassador Joseph C. Wilson, who 
has accused the Bush administra- 
tion of selective use of intelligence to 
exaggerate the threat from Iraq. 

The Justice Department is con- 
ducting a criminal investigation into 
the leak of Flame’s identity, which 
first appeared in a July 14 column by 
Robert Novak and later was reported 
byNewsday. curt anderson (ap)

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Nearly six months 
after the fall of Baghdad, U.S. troops 
are suffering an average of three to 
six deaths and 40 wounded every 
week as Iraqi resistance forces 
become more lethal and sophisti- 
cated, the commander of coalition 
forces said Thursday. 

Since Fresident Bush declared 
the end to major combat opera- 
tions on May 1, an estimated 90 
American soldiers have been killed 
by hostile fire, (ap) 


Gov. candidate says 
he’ll be a ‘champion’ 
for Calif, women 

SAN DIEGO I Confronted with fresh 
allegations that he groped women, 
Arnold Schwarzenegger apologized 
Thursday for having “behaved badly 
sometimes” and pleaded with voters 
days before California’s recall election 
for the chance to show he’s changed. 


The admission came just as the 
action hero appeared to be picking 
up steam as the front-runner to 
replace Gov. Gray Davis in Tuesday’s 
historic election. 

Some political analysts predict- 
ed serious harm to Schwarzenegger, 
whose standing among women vot- 
ers was poor even before the latest 
furor. 

“I have behaved badly some- 
times. Yes, it is true that I was on 


rowdy movie sets and I have done 
things that were not right, which I 
thought then was playful but now I 
recognize that I offended people,” 
he said. 

From this point on, Schwarz- 
enegger said, he would prove he 
is a “champion for the women.” 

The admission came hours after 
the Los Angeles Times report- 
ed the accusations of six women 
who accused Schwarzenegger of 
sexually harassing and groping 
them over the past three decades.

WASHINGTON | Chief U.S. weap- 
ons searcher David Kay reported

WASHINGTON I The House voted 
decisively Thursday for the first ban 
of an abortion procedure since the 
Supreme Court’s Roe v. Wade rul- 
ing that women have a right to 
end their pregnancies.

Revised U.S. draft 
falls short on issues of 
sovereignty, U.N. role 

UNITED NATIONS I France, Russia 
and Germany signaled Thursday 
that a new U.S. draft resolution on 
Iraq did not meet their demands, 
and Secretary- General Kofi Annan 
said it did not follow his recommen- 
dation for a quick transfer of power 
to an interim Iraqi government. 

“Obviously, it’s not going in the 
direction I had recommended,” 
Annan said Thursday. 

But the revised resolution won 
support from close U.S. ally Britain, 
which signed on as a co-sponsor, 
and a sympathetic response from 
Bulgaria and Spain. 

The revised resolution endorses 
a step-by-step transfer of author- 
ity to an Iraqi interim administra- 
tion but sets no timetable for the 
handover of sovereignty and leaves 
the U.S.-led Coalition Provisional 
Authority in overall control until 
elections are held at some future 
unspecified date. 

At the first Security Council 
meeting to discuss the draft, 
France’s U.N. Ambassador Jean- 
Marc de La Sabliere said the resolu- 
tion did not meet Paris’ expectations 
about giving the United Nations a 
central role, a French diplomat 
said on condition of anonym- 
ity. Germany’s U.N. Ambassador 
Gunter Pleuger, meanwhile, said it 
was “somewhat difficult” to deter-

Al Qaeda Suspects Killed in Pakistan 


Still unclear whether 
any top figures were 
among the dead 

ANGORE ADDA, PAKISTAN I Pakistani 
soldiers swooped down on an al 
Qaeda mountain hideout in the 
country’s forbidding tribal region 
Thursday, killing 12 suspected ter- 
rorists and capturing 18 in the mili- 
tary’s largest- ever offensive against 
Osama bin Laden’s network. 

It was not clear whether any 
senior al Qaeda figures were 
among the dead or captured, who 
all appeared to be foreigners, army 
officials said. The area in Pakistan’s 
fiercely autonomous Waziristan

region has long been considered a 
likely hiding place for bin Laden, 
a Saudi exile, and his top deputy, 
Ayman al-Zawahri, an Egyptian. 

A battle was ongoing late 


Thursday, and authorities believed 
several dozen al Qaeda fugitives 
were still in the area. 

At least two Pakistani soldiers 
were killed and two wounded in the 
fighting, some when the trapped 
suspects lobbed grenades at them 
as the soldiers approached their 
mountain hideout. 

“We are carefully handling this 
operation because the al Qaeda 
men are hiding at the homes 
of local people,” said Maj. Gen. 
Ameer Faisal, the commander of 
the operation. “We are trying to 
flush out these al Qaeda people. 
Whenever we ask them to sur- 
render, they start returning fire.”

Defiant Israel Adds 
Settlement Homes 

JERUSALEM | Israel announced 
Thursday it would build 565 new 
homes in Jewish settlements in 
the West Bank, violating a U.S.- 
backed peace plan and anger- 
ing Palestinians already seething 
over plans to build a security bar- 
rier deep into the West Bank. 

The “road map” peace plan 
requires a freeze in construction 
in some 150 Jewish settlements 


throughout the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip, which Israel seized in 
the 1967 Middle East war. 

However, an Israeli official said 
Israel did not have any responsi- 
bility to meet its obligations until 
Palestinians crack down on mili- 
tant groups. 

The Israeli government says the 
new homes account for what it calls 
the “natural growth” of the settle- 
ments — even though most of the 
new units were planned for a single 
settlement that is being dramati- 
cally expanded, (ap) 


N. Korea Admits 
Plutonium Used 
For Atomic Bombs 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I North Korea 
said Thursday it was using pluto- 
nium extracted from some 8,000 
spent nuclear fuel rods to make 
atomic bombs. 

The North has made similar 
statements since the nuclear crisis 
started a year ago, but has engaged 
in two rounds of talks involving U.S. 
officials in Beijing since then. 

American intelligence analysts 
believe North Korea already has one 
or two nuclear bombs. Experts say 
8,000 rods can yield enough pluto- 
nium to make five or six more. 

The United States and its allies 
are trying to persuade North Korea 
to give up its nuclear programs. 
Pyongyang says it will do so only 
if the United States signs a nonag- 
gression treaty, provides economic 
aid and opens diplomatic ties, (ap)

2 Peacekeepers Killed 

A land mine hidden in a sandy 
track in the Afghan capital explod- 
ed Thursday, killing two Canadian 
peacekeepers and wounding three 
others. The blast came 24 hours 
after engineers checked the road 
for explosives and found nothing. 
However, officials said it was too 
early to determine whether the 


explosion was caused by an old 
land mine or one laid recently in 
an effort to target international

Bali Bombing Suspect 
Sentenced to Death 

The last of four main suspects 
in the deadly nightclub bomb- 
ings on Indonesia’s Bali island 
was convicted Thursday and sen- 
tenced to death by firing squad. Ali 
Ghufron, an Afghan-trained mili- 


tant who bragged of his friendship 
with Osama bin Laden, was one 
of 16 people charged in the bomb- 
ing. Death sentences in Indonesia 
are rare, but are allowed under an 
anti-terror law adopted after the 
October 2002 bombing, which 
killed 202 people, (ap) 

UNITED NATIONS 

Text Completed on First 
Global Treaty on Corruption 

The United Nations has complet- 
ed the text of the first global treaty 


against corruption, a mechanism 
that includes measures to deprive 
crooked public officials of power and 
return stolen assets to their coun- 
try of origin, officials said Thursday. 
The text, completed Wednesday 
after nearly two years of negotia- 
tions, goes next to the U.N. General 
Assembly, which is set to formally 
adopt it ahead of a signing ceremony 
in Mexico in December. It will enter 
into force when it has been ratified 
by 30 countries, a process expected 
to take about two years, (ap) 


AZERBAIJAN 

Ailing Leader Paves Way 
For Son’s Succession 

Azerbaijan’s ailing leader Geidar 
Aliev on Thursday announced his 
withdrawal from the presidential

Lessons Learned 
Followjng Anthrax 


Health officials say 
D.C. is better prepared 
for similar attacks 

WASHINGTON I Two years after a 
pair of anthrax-tainted letters were 
mailed to congressional offices at 
the U.S. Capitol, local officials in 
D.C. say they are better prepared 
to deal with similar attacks. 

“Aggressive treatment for peo- 
ple who were showing symptoms 
saved lives,” said Dr. Michael S.A. 
Richardson, senior deputy direc- 
tor of the District of Columbia 
Department of Health. 

Five people, including two 
employees of the Brentwood post- 
al facility in Northeast Washington, 
died between Oct. 5 and Nov. 21, 
2001. Seventeen others were sick- 
ened by inhalation or cutaneous 
anthrax. 

Doctors who were involved in the 
aftermath of the anthrax attacks 
now say that the Brentwood facil- 
ity — which handled the tainted

letters — should have been closed 
sooner. Medical experts and health 
department personnel should also 
have been mobilized more quickly 
to respond to the threat. 

Although federal investigators 
have been working on the case for 
two years, the source of the tainted 
letters has not been determined. 

Meanwhile, the 14.6 million- 
square-foot Brentwood facility, now 
renamed for Joseph Curseen Jr. and 
Thomas Morris Jr., the two employ- 
ees who died, has been decontam- 
inated and is undergoing a total

Employers Phasing Out 
Cuts Affecting Workers 


NEW YORK I Employers are wind- 
ing down three years of aggressive 
cost- cutting campaigns that have 
hit their workers squarely in the 
wallet, according to a new survey. 

Watson Wyatt Worldwide, a 
human resources consulting firm, 
found that just 18 percent of the 358 
U.S. companies surveyed during 
June and July plan to shift more 
benefit costs to their workers next 
year, while 56 percent indicated 
they did so last year. 

Only 12 percent plan to cut sala- 
ry increase budgets next year, down 
from 45 percent last year. And only 
5 percent said they plan to eliminate 


or severely cut bonuses next year, 
down from 16 percent last year. 

Companies were asked about 
actions they had taken in the past 
12 months and plans for the upcom- 
ing year. 

The change in approach is a 
sign that companies are feeling 
more confident in the economy, 
said Laura Sejen, a Watson Wyatt 
executive. 

Companies, however, are not 
done yet with revisions in the way 
they pay bonuses and other incen- 
tives. More are tying the amount 
budgeted for bonuses to perfor- 
mance.

FILM I If last year’s “John Q’ 


proved anything, it’s that Denzel 
Washington’s colossal charisma can 
elevate a mediocre movie with an 
outlandish plot to hit status. 

Washington tries again with 
another thoroughly common- 
place movie, “Out of Time,” a shrill, 
implausible thriller that substitutes 
style for suspense. 

What lifts the movie above its 
silly plot are sturdy, engaging per- 
formances from Washington and 
co-stars Eva Mendes, Sanaa Lathan, 
Dean Cain and John Billingsley as 
Washington’s comic Man Friday. 

Washington plays small-town 


Florida police chief Matt Whitlock, 
an easygoing chump having an 
affair with married beauty Ann 
Merai Harrison (Lathan) and 
undergoing a messy divorce from 
his wife, Alex (Mendes). 

When Ann Merai and her hubby 
(Cain) are murdered in an arson 
fire. Matt quickly realizes all the 
evidence points to him. So he does 
what any decent, upright cop would 
do: lie, evade, bob, weave and fran- 
tically tamper with the clues to fend 
off suspicion while he tries to hunt 
down the real culprits. 

Is it a frame job? A cover-up for 
another crime? A case of circum- 


stantial evidence fingering an inno- 
cent man? 

Franklin plays the Hitchcock 
wrong-man thing with such slick 
bombast that it sucks most of the 
tension out of Matt’s frenzied 
sprint to stay ahead of his col- 
leagues, including Alex, whose 
detective squad has jurisdiction 
in the case. 

The script by first-time screen- 
writer Dave Collard is one of esca- 
lating extremes as Matt digs him- 


self out of one hole only to topple 
into a mine shaft. 

As he proved with his Academy 
Award-winning role in “Training 
Day,” Washington can make the 
nastiest brute charming and lik- 
able. In “Out of Time,” Washington’s 
a pussycat by comparison, doing 
bad things for generally honor- 
able reasons. 

You can fault Matt for his gull- 
ibility, but Washington’s magnetism 
keeps you rooting for the guy even 
when he strays onto moral

An old-world family 
struggles zanily with

FI LM I No Godfathers or drag queens 
despite the “gay and Italian” premise 
of “Mambo Italiano,” just abroad 
farce about a nice Italian boy 
who wants to get an apartment 
with another nice Italian boy in 
Montreal’s tradition -bound Little 
Italy. 

Director Emile Gaudreault 
tries to find the funny bone in 
Steve Galluccio’s play of the same 
name, but ends up with only a mild- 
ly amusing, too -tame “Intro to Gay 
Life 101.” 

What worked so well for the play 
— exaggerated stereotypes, plenty 
of one-liners, contrived situations 
and a narrator — feels more like a 
sitcom pilot than a film. 

Part of the problem is that 
Angelo Barberini (Luke Kirby), 
the narrator and son who is trying 
to move out of the family home, 


has no chemistry with Nino (Peter 
Miller), his alleged soulmate and 
boy next door. The film is rated R, 
but sex? What sex? Do they mean 
sitting in bed talking like an old 
married couple? 

Much of the film focuses on 
Angelo’s immigrant parents Maria 
(Ginette Reno) and Gino (Paul 
Sorvino) and their reaction to the 
brave new world of a gay son. The 
two veterans carry this comedy of 
manners on their broad shoulders, 
conveying much with just a raised 
eyebrow or a snort. 

Mary Walsh has campy fun 
with the role of Nino’s mother, a 
50 -something sexpot who is con- 
vinced that she could not have 
raised a gay son. Plotting madly, 
she drags in the voracious, man- 
eating Lina (Sophie Lorain) to lure 
Nino away. 

How will it all turn out? Not to 
worry.

FILM I If ever a movie deserved to 
be a colossal, demographic -bust- 
ing hit, it’s “The School of Rock,” 
a comedy about a fifth-grade rock 
band with just the right mix of 
structure and spontaneity, sweet- 
ness and subversion. 

Musician- comedian Jack Black, 
who’s in every scene and is amped 
up to 11 throughout, turns in a 
hilarious, freewheeling perfor- 
mance, kept just enough in check 


by director Richard Linklater. 

Black is Dewey Finn, a small- 
town rocker whose passion exceeds 
his talent. He’s fired by his business- 
like bandmates for his spotlight- 
hugging antics, including a stage 
dive into a crowd that indifferently 
lets him crash to the floor. 

Dewey is also wearing out his 
welcome with his pasty roommate, 
Ned Schneebly (Mike White, who 
wrote the screenplay). Needing 


income, Dewey poses as Ned to 
get a job as a substitute teacher at 
an exclusive prep school. 

Initially bored by his well- 
behaved, overachieving 10 -year- 
olds, Dewey finds inspiration with a 
new class project, “rock band.” 

Black leaves nothing in reserve 
as Dewey shares his passion for 
rock, turning into a great teacher 
in the process. His chubby body 
roils and twists with the soul of 
history’s greatest rockers, to whom 
Dewey’s life is an endless homage. 
When Black and the kids rock out 
to Led Zeppelin’s “Immigrant Song,” 
it’s an uproarious ode to the power 
of music. 

White and Linklater manage 
to make the movie’s predictability 
an asset: We know Dewey will be 
discovered as a fraud, but the film- 
makers turn maudlin convention on 
its head by making it the funniest 
scene in the movie: “Your kids have 
touched me, and I’m pretty sure I’ve 
touched them,” Dewey tells a room- 
ful of horrified parents.

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DEAR LORD: Israeli postal workers say hundreds of letters written to God, most addressed simplyto “Jerusalem,” arrive there 
each year, most of them around Jewish and Christian holidays. Some of the letters end up at the Western Wall. 



God’s mail offers a glimpse into private pleas 


RELIGION I Ever felt your prayers 
went unanswered? Try sending a 
letter to God and chances are it will 
end up — as many do each year — at 
an Israeli post office in Jerusalem, 
where they are read and sent on to 
the holy Western Wall. 

The letters come from all over 
the world. The elderly ask for good 
health. Others seek heavenly rem- 
edies for debts, relationship assis- 
tance, or help finding jobs. Children 
mainly ask God to spring them from 
homework assignments. 

“We have hundreds and thou- 
sands of letters sent to either 
God or Jesus Christ and for some 
unknown reason they all come to 
Jerusalem,” said Yitzhak Rabihiya, 
a postal spokesman. 

“Dear Sir,” begins one letter 
whose address reads “God of Israel” 
and whose request is for help land- 
ing a job as a bulldozer driver. 

As long as anyone at the post 
office can remember, the letters have 
turned up at the Postal Authority’s 
center for undeliverable mail. 

In the tiny warehouse, eight 


workers sort problem envelopes 
into pigeon holes labeled for junk 
mail, government bureaus, social 
security and health insurance offic- 
es and “Letters to God.” 

Puzzled by what to do with the 
letters, one worker started taking 

“Please help me to 
be happy. Please help 
me find a nice job in 
Tallahassee or Monroe 
or some nice place 
and find a good wife 
— soon.”

them to the Western Wall, a rem- 
nant of the ancient Second Temple 
compound and Judaism’s holiest 
site, where Jews traditionally stuff 
tiny notes of prayer in the cracks 
between its hulking stones. 

“From there, it’s not in our 
hands,” Rabihiya said. 

Eventually, the notes and let- 


ters left at the Wall are buried on 
Jerusalem’s outskirts along with 
materials considered too holy for 
the garbage dump. 

The notes offer a sometimes 
charming glimpse into people’s pri- 
vate wishes. A man from Saulsbury, 
Tenn., wrote a tiny message and 
asked the postmaster to deliver 
it to the Western Wall, because he 
heard a rumor that would work. 

It reads: “Please help me to be 
happy. Please help me find a nice 
job in Tallahassee or Monroe or 
some nice place and find a good 
wife — soon. Amen, Daryl.” 

The postal workers’ favorite 
anecdote is about an Israeli man 
who wrote a letter to God describ- 
ing his crippling poverty and asking 
for 5,000 skekels. Postal workers 
were so moved they collected 4,300 
shekels and mailed it back. 

“After a month the same per- 
son writes again to God,” Rabihiya 
recalled, “but this time he writes, 
Gh, thank you God for the contribu- 
tion, but next time please don’t send 
it through those postmen. They’re 
thieves; they stole 700 shekels.’”

The Little Friend 


A clever new robot 
vacuum leaves the 
Roomba eating dust 

VAC U U M S I Let’s face it: you have to 
be just a little lazy to use a $1,500 
robot to vacuum a one -bedroom 
apartment. 

For three days, the dinner-plate 
sized RoboCleaner RC3000 from 
German company Alfred Kaercher 
GmbH randomly crisscrossed the 
wood floors and kitchen and bath- 
room tile at my 800 -square-foot 
Frankfurt pad, slowly and quietly 
devouring dust and dirt. 

In a world where instruction 
manuals can approach the size of 
phone books, the robot has just one 
user interface: the on-off switch. 
The base station can be set to dif- 
ferent cleaning times or quiet mode, 
for those who prefer to clean in their 
sleep. And that’s it. 

RoboCleaner nosed around 
chairs, wastebaskets, side tables, 
an exercise bike and the sofa until 
its dustbin filled up or its battery 
ran down. Then it returned to its 
charging station, docked automati- 
cally and dumped its dust into the 
station’s bin with a whoosh. After 
recharging for 10-20 minutes, 
RoboCleaner set out again. It kept

cleaning, dumping and recharging 
for eight hours until being turned 
off for the night. 

RoboCleaner is far more expen- 
sive than its competitor, the $200 
Roomba. But the Roomba I test- 
ed has to be picked up and moved 
from room to room, and won’t 
empty itself — in other words, it 
requires some human initiative. 
(A new model can navigate mul- 
tiple rooms.) 

The RoboCleaner went on sale in 
Europe earlier this year; it’s due in 
the United States after Nov. 1, priced 
at $1,499 through Frontgate.com.
